The controversial environmen¬ 
tal liquid deepwell project moved 
a giant step closer Monday, when 
it was announced that the Michi¬ 
gan Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Quality had granted a draft de¬ 
cision (approval) for the key con¬ 
struction permit needed to open 
the 15 acre Citrin Drive operation 
next year 

The site is west of Inkster 
Road, south of Interstate 94 and 
northeast of Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port 

Ken Silfven, DEQ spokesman, 
revealed Monday that the DEQ 
had alerted local mayors (William 
Oakley of Romulus and Gregory 
Pitoniak of Taylor), State Rep. 
Raymond Basham (D-Taylor) and 
State Sen. Loren Bennett (R-Can- 
ton) of the decision on the Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Systems’ well 
project application Monday morn¬ 
ing 

The public will be invited to of¬ 
fer its verbal comments on the 
EDS project at a DEQ hearing at 7 
p.m. Jan. 17 at Romulus High 
School. 

It is expected a final DEQ deci¬ 
sion would be revealed possibly 
as early as March 2001, Silfven 
stated. 

That DEQ decision then could 
be challenged by local govern¬ 
ments before an administrative 
judge or via a civil route, Silfven 
added. 

In the meantime area residents 
also could mail their opinions on 
the deepwell project beginning to¬ 
morrow to Steve Sliver, Environ¬ 
mental Engineering Specialist, 
Waste Management Division, PO. 
Box 30241, Lansing, MI. 48909- 
7741. 

The DEQ stated that two of the 
three initial issues were resolved 
and one was mitigated. 

Those issues included issues 
such as insufficient access to the 
property, inadequate water supply 
and congested transportation 
routes. 

The DEQ permit thus requires 
that EDS must provide an alter¬ 
nate emergency access road to the 
site and a limit of 26 trucks per 
day was imposed. 

The DEQ also ruled that the is¬ 
sue of emergency response time

to accidents is not a legitimate 
reason for denial of the project 

It also stated that the wetlands 
issue raised at the Site Review 
Board hearing was resolved as 
EDS obtained the wetland permit 
on June 9. 

The adverse effect the EDS fa¬ 
cility would have on property val¬ 
ues, future quality development 
and the community’s image were 
also listed as “not a legitimate rea¬ 
son for denial.” 

The Site Review Board “erred 
in its understanding of the types 
of wastes that would be managed 
at the EDS facility,” the report 
stated. 

It added the EDS facility “is ca¬ 
pable of safely managing the 
wastes authorized in the construc¬ 
tion permit and the wastes do not 
present an unacceptable risk dur¬ 
ing transportation.” 

The draft approval decision 
was obviously welcomed strongly 
by Douglas Wicklund, EDS presi¬ 
dent, who long claimed that the 
DEQ would approve the EDS pro¬ 
ject if it was judged mainly on 
technology. 

On Tuesday, Wicklund stated 
simply “we (at EDS) are very grat¬ 
ified by the MDEQ decision.” 

However longterm citizen crit¬ 
ic, R.P Lilly of Huron Township, a 
spokesman for RECAP the 
strongest anti-deepwell citizens 
group, stated Tuesday “it is no sur¬ 
prise. We knew that Russell Hard¬ 
ing of the DEQ had made up his 
mind on this issue more than a 
year ago.” 

Lilly - who at one time made 
weekly comments against the well 
project at Romulus City Council 
meetings - stated “we all knew it 
was coming..and we are glad we 
were able to delay Wicklund’s vi¬ 
sion of a ‘done deal’ at least seven 
years.” 

The strongly worded com¬ 
ments from Lilly also claimed that 
“Harding is the worst thing that 
has happened to the Michigan en¬ 
vironment in years.” 



“What a Christmas present,” 
State Rep. Raymond Basham (D- 
Taylor) declared Monday only 
hours after hearing the decision 
on the Environmental Disposal 
Systems deepwell project 

But Basham (who represents 
Romulus as well as Taylor in the 
state House of Representatives) 
vowed the issue is definitely not 
finished and he is meeting with 
Detroit Police and Fire Pension 
officials in an attempt to curtail 
any further financial loans to EDS 
for the well project 

Earlier the pension board re¬ 
portedly invested in the well pro¬ 
ject to the tune of $10 millioa 
Obviously irked by the deci¬ 
sion, Basham said, “Russell Hard¬ 
ing definitely is the Grinch, who 
stole Christmas from the Downriv¬ 
er area, on this matter and earlier 
ones.”

Meningitis vaccinations available 

Top county health official meets with city officials

In the wake of the death of a 16- 
year-old Wayne Memorial High 
School student reportedly caused 
by a strain of meningitis, top city 
officials and a concerned Wayne 
resident met with Dr Donald 
Lawrenchuk, the Medical Director 
for Wayne County Department of 
Public Health. 

Wayne City Manager, council¬ 
man A1 Haidous and long-time 
Wayne resident Ed McMurray 
sought and received some answers 
from Dr Lawrenchuk about the 
availability of the meningitis vac¬ 
cines. 

In November, 16-year-old Chris 
Cassidy, a student at Wayne Memo¬ 
rial, died from a deadly strain of 
the disease. In the aftermath of his 
death, there has been debate on 
whether there is - or is not - a vac¬ 
cine available for the disease. 

There apparently are several 
different strands of the disease, 


and some strains do have vaccines, 
while others do not 

“We discussed four different 
types of vaccinations which can be 
dispensed for different types of 
meningitis and for different 
groups of people,” noted McMur¬ 
ray 

McMurray pointed out that the 
different types of available vac¬ 
cines include: Pneumococcal 
Meningitis Vaccine (Phemovax); 
Meningoccal Vaccine; Pneumococ- 
col Vaccine and Haemophilus 
Meningitis (HIB). 

Dr Lawrenchuk noted the 
Pneumoccal Meningitis vaccine is 
crucial because it protects against 
21 strains of meningitis. The vacci¬ 
nation is good for five years, and it 
is available at the Wayne County 
Health Department, Van Bom and 
Venoy Roads. Usually free of 
chaise, recipients may make a do¬ 
nation of $9 to help defray the 


costs of providing the vaccine. 

“It is strictly a voluntary dona¬ 
tion,” the Medical Director 
stressed. 

Lawrenchuk also said that ‘this 
vaccination for seniors is as impor¬ 
tant as getting their annual flu 
shot” 

The Meningoccal Vaccine is 
usually reserved for the military, 
and for those who may be inflicted 
during an outbreak of meningitis, 
such as the friends of the WMHS 
student 

“It is for travelers, especially 
those traveling to Africa, for those 
who have damaged spleens or 
have had them removed. It pro¬ 
tects against five strains of menin¬ 
gitis and is good for five years,” 
stated Lawrenchuk 

However, the vaccine is not cov¬ 
ered by insurance and costs about 
$100 per shot 

Pneumococcal Vaccine, Prenar, 


is a new medication available for 
young children, ages 2 months to 5 
years. Previously the age group 
had no vaccinations available be¬ 
cause, in part, their immune sys¬ 
tems are not fully developed at 
this young age, according to the 
medical health director. 

It is now available at the Wayne 
County Health Department, and 
the vaccination is free of charge. 

Dr Lawrenchuk also revealed 
that since January of this year 
there have been 104 cases of 
meningitis documented in the sev¬ 
en-county area of Southeastern 
Michigan. 

“This is below the normal count 
of 120 cases. He also revealed that 
the state will provide - free of 
charge - some medications, and 
that participating physicians cant 
charge more than an administra¬ 
tion fee, which is currently set at 
$1675 in most neighborhoods.

She isn’t sure when she ’ll be able to return

Councilwoman Janet Boste¬ 
dor, who was rushed to the emer¬ 
gency room at Oakwood Hospital 
last Monday after complaining of 
weakness, has returned home af¬ 
ter a week-long stay at the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Bostedor, elected to a four- 
year term on the Inkster City 


Council, said on Monday that she 
is suffering from “kidney failure.” 

“Apparently my kidneys are 
shutting down,” said the 72-year- 
old Bostedor, who serves District 
4. “I have been feeling terrible for 
quite some time now, and I have 
been seeing a doctor. 

“However, the other night I 
just felt so weak and couldn’t 
even walk, and I decided I better 
get over to Oakwood ” 


Mayor Hilliard Hampton, Jr. 
announced shortly before the 
Monday night council meeting 
that councilwoman Bostedor had 
been taken to the hospital. 

Bostedor said she doesn’t 
know when she will be able t*j> re¬ 
sume her council duties. 

“Obviously, I hope it will be 
soon, but right now my primary 
concern is my health, and I need 
to address that problem before I 


can do anything else.” 

Elected to office in 1999, 
Bostedor’s political comet rose 
while she served as president of 
the omnipresent Cherry Hill CB 
Patrol. Members of the patrol 
were active in patrolling neigh¬ 
borhood streets. Some believe 
that their efforts helped curb 
crime in the northeast quadrant 
of the city. 

The first-term lawmaker has 


been a resident of the city of 
Inkster since 1952. 

When former three-term 
Inkster Councilman John M. 
Clemens decided not to seek re- 
election last year, Bostedor was 
the natural heir-apparent. She 
ran for office unopposed and, by 
doing so, made history.

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Two local judges set bond, 
sentences low in two cases 


For three weeks now we have been writ¬ 
ing about Troy Washington, son of UAW Lo¬ 
cal 900 president, Jeff Washington, who has 
been arraigned on charges of assault with 
intent to murder, felony firearms and as¬ 
sault with a motor vehicle. Washington al¬ 
legedly shot the victim three times and then 
allegedly used his vehicle to ram the vic¬ 
tim’s car several times in an attempt to run 
him off the road. 

In anyone’s thought process, this could be 
a serious crime. This could be called a seri¬ 
ous attempt to commit murder. A man was 
shot not once, but three times- twice in the 
back. And then when it appeared the victim 
wasn’t dead from the gunshots, the perpetra¬ 
tor attempted to run the victim’s car off the 
road. 

Pretty straight forward, right? Washington 
then turns himself in, and is arraigned in 
court, and the visiting judge, Glenn Velasco, 
releases him for $1,500 cash. 

When I heard this I went bonkers! Heck, I 
can name three dozen alleged sex offenders 
or drug pushers that have been slapped with 
$100,000 bonds. For instance, a former em¬ 
ployee at one of the businesses right across 
the street from where Washington works at 
the Ford plant in Wayne, allegedly molested 
a nine-year-old girl. Rape wasn’t involved 
and the accused man turned himself in im¬ 
mediately and is cooperating fully with au¬ 
thorities. His original bond was set at 
$ 100 , 000 . 

In Sumpter Township, near Washington’s 
residence, a 26-year-old and 19-year-old 
were arrested for allegedly videotaping 
three nude girls, ages 13-14-15. No sex was 
involved. Their bonds were set at $50,000. In 
another alleged local crime an 18-year-old is 
accused of raping his 8-year-old cousin. The 
judge in this case set a $100,000 bond. 

Obviously, I believe Judge Velasco did a 
huge disservice to all law-abiding citizens. 
Attempted murder in my book, whether the 
accused is a flight risk or not, ought to re¬ 
ceive an appropriate bond. If sex offenders 
are asked to pay $100,000, why is an accused 
murderer let out of jail for $1,500.00?

all happened on an early De¬ 
cember Saturday when hus¬ 
band Ron and I had a 
straight out of the blue won¬ 
derful opportunity to go to 
the city, to Chicago, to the 
Magnificent Mile where all 
the stores are. I’d never 
been there. I’d never been in 
a big city during the holi¬ 
days. 

And you know what, it was 
wonderful!! Crowded. 
Packed. Wall to wall, side¬ 
walk to sidewalk people. 
Packages, bags, bustling, 
jostling, elbow to elbow. In 
the windy, blustery cold 
streets. In the warm, Christ¬ 
massy stores. And music was 
everywhere. On the street 
corners were musicians and 
in doorways bell ringers in 
full uniform. Inside some 
stores musicians played - 
brass instruments, stringed 
instruments. Lights glittered 
in trees. Horse and buggies 
shared the street with taxis 
and busses. 

And nobody, and I mean 
NOBODY, was grouchy. Or 
mean. Even standing in long 
hot lines to check out or 
even waiting in long cold, 
windy lines to get inside 
some shops. People chatted. 
People smiled. People greet¬ 
ed each other. It was just 
like that Christmas song, 
“City Sidewalks.” Perfect! 
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Could it be 
that Washing¬ 
ton’s well- 
known fa¬ 
ther, or well- 
known de¬ 
fense lawyer 
were avail¬ 
able to pull 

some strings with Judge Velasco? Judge Ve¬ 
lasco, in his defense, said the low bond was 
set because the prosecution’s case appears 
weak and Washington has no priors or histo¬ 
ry of violence. Maybe so but, that being the 
case, $100,000 would be a more appropriate 
bond for that type of alleged crime. Judge 
Velasco clearly erred in this situation. 

Also last week we reported that justice 
has finally taken place for the family of 
Megan Boljesic, who was killed in August 
1998, when Leo Goci lost control of his vehi¬ 
cle while traveling at a high rate of speed. 
Passenger Boljesic was dead at the scene. 
Washtenaw County Judge Melinda Morris af¬ 
ter a plea bargain, sentenced Goci to 11 
months and 29 days in prison. 

Megan’s family, rightfully so, was seeking 
to have Goci deported to his native Kosovo. 
Judge Morris’s less than one year in prison, 
in effect, was made to skirt the INS rule that 
indicates any alien that is sentenced to 
more than one year in jail, is subject to de¬ 
portation. However, after an INS review, the 
case was sent to Judge Elizabeth Hacker, 
who has now demanded that Goci be sent 
back to Kosovo. 

In making her ruling, Judge Hacker noted 
Goci showed no remorse, and that his dri¬ 
ving record and flagrant disregard for our 
laws made him a danger to the community. 
Again, I ask what was Judge Morris think¬ 
ing? Is it fair to law-abiding citizens, to let 
someone like Goci spend less than a year in 
jail? I don’t think so. 

Judges are elected to protect law-abiding 
citizens. In the two cases I present they ap¬ 
peared to be more concerned about the al¬ 
leged perpetrators than the victims. That is¬ 
n’t the way the system is suppose to work. 



Nothing new about shady elections 


Contested election count 
controversies are nothing 
new around here. 

My' introduction to disput¬ 
ed election results began on 
March 22, 1997, with the Ply- 
mouth-Canton construction 
bond election. 

In that election, conduct¬ 
ed on touch screen ballots at 
the precincts, voters ap¬ 
proved a $79,795,000 bond to 
build two schools and to 
wire classrooms to the Inter¬ 
net by 720 votes. 

Former State Rep Jerry 
Vorva questioned the results 
because 716 of 12,100 votes 
cast on the district’s elec¬ 
tronic touch screen ballots 
were not counted compared 
to four uncounted votes on 
paper absentee ballots. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket 
scientist to know that some¬ 
thing was wrong,” Vorva said 
when the seven percent ma¬ 
chine undervote was an¬ 
nounced. 

While the Florida presi¬ 
dential election has made 
the term “undervote” -- 
which means a ballot that a 
vote counting machine 
failed to tabulate -- part of 
the national vocabulary, the 
Plymouth-Canton election 
introduced the term into the 
district. 

The high rate of uncount¬ 
ed votes caused Vorva to 
challenge the election at two 
levels: administrative and 
judicial. He asked for the 
election results to be thrown 
out and a new election to be 
held. 

The administrative level, 
the Plymouth-Canton Board 
of Canvassers hearing and 
recount, came first. From 
the canvassers we learned 
that in Michigan an election 
could only be set aside for 
proven voting machine mal¬ 
functions. Thus, the can¬ 
vassers tested the machines. 
When no mechanical errors 
were discovered, Vorva’s set- 
aside request was denied. 

But Vorva, echoing David 
Boise, A1 Gore’s King Kong 
of an attorney, went to court, 
arguing: 

“Voting is a fundamental 
right.” 

Though there was no ma¬ 
chine malfunction to distort 
the election, Vorva argued 
that voting was hampered 


Bonior calls for Reno resignation 


David Bonior, Macomb 
County Democrat, has called 
for the resignation of Attor¬ 
ney General Janet Reno. The 
25 year Congressman is mi¬ 
nority whip, a powerful posi¬ 
tion in the US House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Bonior is upset over the 
Justice Department’s han¬ 
dling of the immigration cas¬ 
es of two men who have 
been incarcerated for nearly 
four years on the basis of se¬ 
cret evidence. 

A 1996 change to immigra¬ 
tion laws allows non-citizens 
to be jailed based on evi¬ 
dence given in secret with¬ 
out the knowledge of the ac¬ 
cused or his lawyers. 

One of the rights guaran¬ 



teed by the sixth amendment 
to the US Constitution is the 
right to be confronted by 
your accusers. The immigra¬ 
tion law has not been chal¬ 
lenged in the courts al¬ 
though civil libertarians of 
both the right and the left 
decry its provisions. 

An Associated Press story 
quoted Bonior as saying, 
“Top judges have ruled 
there is nothing to keep 
them for four years, and they 


have seen the so-called evi¬ 
dence. The evidence was ob¬ 
viously inadequate and they 
remain behind bars.” 

Bonior continued, “This is 
an absolute outrage. These 
are Gestapo-like tactics.” 

Bonior is not the first De¬ 
mocrat to call for Reno’s res¬ 
ignation. 

Rep. Jim Trafficante of 
Ohio has repeatedly called 
for Reno to step down alleg¬ 
ing unlawful acts regarding 
DOJ persecution of himself, 
cover ups of various Wash¬ 
ington scandals and uncon¬ 
stitutional actions in the Wa¬ 
co, Texas tragedy. 

Numerous Republicans 
have also called for Reno’s 
resignation. 



because the district failed to 
teacher voters how to use 
the touch screens. 

“The learning curve re¬ 
quired to operate the dis¬ 
trict’s machines is tanta¬ 
mount to a literacy test,” he 
said. “It’s like they told 
southern blacks in 1960’s: 
You can’t vote until you can 
read better.” 

A lesson came out of Vor¬ 
va’s two-year court case. The 
suit tied up the bond money 
and delayed construction of 
two schools, teaching us 
that, under our court system, 
even a losing case can hang 
up the conclusion of a legal 
election for years. 

Our other election contro¬ 
versy surrounded Westland’s 
absentee ballots. Before Pat 
Gibbons became city clerk, 
many elections seemed to be 
decided by absentee ballots, 
which were out of whack 
with precinct ballots. Before 
Gibbons, these ballots took 
hours to count. 

However, after Gibbons 
took office, she secured her 
office by confiscating keys 
from council members. She 
also refused to allow city 
councilmen to appropriate 
the clerk’s stationery or fax 
machine for deceptive poli¬ 
ticking. 

Further election reform 
took place during the recent 
recall drive against the four 
city council members who 
dismissed Gibbons. Reform¬ 
ers paid close attention to 
absentee senior voters. 
Watch-dogging senior voters 
and the clerk’s office paid 
off. Beginning with Mayor 
Bob Thomas’s defeat in the 
August 2000 Democratic 
county commissioner prima¬ 
ry, vote counts have showed 
a coming together of absen¬ 
tee and precinct voters in 
the city. And suspicion of 
cheating has diminished. 

If there’s a lesson for na¬ 
tional elections here, it’s 
that vigilance pays off best 
in future elections. 


While I doubt that there’s 
anything we can do to sal¬ 
vage this year’s election 
from the hyped-up recount 
scams in Florida and the 
stealth voter frauds in Penn¬ 
sylvania and California, re¬ 
formers can work for a fairer 
presidential election next 
time. 

The easiest reform will be 
to get rid of the punch cards. 
As World Net Daily and the 
National Review have re¬ 
ported, punch card recounts 
have been tainting elections 
for 20 years. The scam works 
like this: (1) Keep recount¬ 
ing until you’re ahead, (2) 
Keep handling the right bal¬ 
lots until the chads fall out, 
and (3) The minute you’re 
ahead, stop and declare 
yourself the winner. 

According to the Progres¬ 
sive Review: “One GOP Cali¬ 
fornia Assemblyman, observ¬ 
ing the Democratic chad 
busters in action, was so im¬ 
pressed that he hired the 
Democrat’s lawyer to teach 
his colleagues how to do it in 
the future.” 

But the real problems oc¬ 
curred in Pennsylvania and 
California, where untold 
numbers of illegal voters 
cast ballots. 

This was enabled, in part, 
by President Clinton’s Na¬ 
tional Voter Registration 
Act, commonly known as 
“motor voter,” which has 
opened up the door to large- 
scale fraud. Motor voter re¬ 
quires all states to allow 
people to register to vote by 
mail and when they get a 
driver’s license. States are 
limited on how they can 
prune transients, convicts, 
illegal immigrants, and the 
dead from their rolls. 

No wonder the number of 
votes in Philadelphia 
equaled the number of regis¬ 
tered voters this year in mi¬ 
nority neighborhoods, a sta¬ 
tistical improbability in a 
country of nonvoters. 

If we want fair elections, 
the trend toward easy regis¬ 
tration must stop. 

Voters must be registered 
in person and voting offi¬ 
cials must monitor residen¬ 
cy. A lot of work, but a small 
price to pay for fair elec¬ 
tions.

Wayne gets off to a 2-0 start 


Johnson provides firepower to beat John Glenn, Canton

Wayne Memorial last week 
began the Wayne Woodward 
basketball coaching era last 
week by winning two big games 
for its new coach. 

Before a standing room only

The Zebras jumped to an early 
8-2 lead as Gary Johnson and 
Mike Rashad provided the ear¬ 
ly fireworks. 


But then the Rockets, with 
the help of 6-2 senior center 
Mike Goree, scored 10 unan¬ 
swered points to go up, 10-8, for 
one. Wayne came back and took 
the lead 24-23 at the half, then 
outscored their hosts, 14-9, to 
widened the gap, 38-32, for 
three periods.

Cold weather warning from 
the Michigan Humane Society 


The Michigan Humane Society 
implores pet owners to bring their 
animals inside during severe cold 
weather. Last week, when south¬ 
east Michigan felt its first real 
cold snap, the Society's Cruelty In¬ 
vestigation Division reported 
three dogs literally frozen to death 
because they were left outdoors. 
And that was just in the first 24 
hours. 

“Every winter it’s the same 
thing,” says Michele Mitchell, 
MHS Community Relations Direc¬ 
tor. “As soon as the temperature 
drops like this, we begin getting 
calls about pets left outside with 
no shelter Unfortunately, some of 
them are too late to save the ani¬ 
mal. Many people think that a dog 
or even a cat can be outside in any 
weather, but not even a large, 
long-haired dog can be exposed to 
this kind of cold for extended pe¬ 
riods of time. And, because the na¬ 


tional weather service is predict¬ 
ing this winter will be colder and 
much snowier than last year, we 
really need to get the message 
out” 

The MHS advisers owners to 
keep pets inside; if the pet must 
be out for short periods of time, be 
certain he or she has secure, dry 
shelter protected form the wind. 
It’s also important to remember to 
check drinking water frequently 
to make sure it does not freeze. An 
owner whose pet dies as a result 
of being left outside in inclement 
weather can be charged with a 
felony under Michigan law. 

To report an animal left unpro¬ 
tected outdoors or suffering from 
any type of neglect or abuse, you 
may call the Michigan Humane 
Society at (313) 872-3401. Your 
name will be kept confidential up¬ 
on request

HoMaf Safety 
and Christmas 
Trees-The Fact! 


Are Real Christmas Trees the fire 
hazard they have been made out to be? 
Some families perceive that they are, 
and choose not to celebrate the holi¬ 
days with a traditional, farm-grown, Re¬ 
al Tree. However, a quick review of the 
facts can change this perception. 

Each year, fires involving Christmas 
Trees do happen. In fact, between 1992 
and 1996, of the total number of resi¬ 
dential fires reported (446,000) each 
year, around 530 involved a Christmas 
Tree, both Real and artifi¬ 
cial Christmas Trees, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Fire Protection Associa¬ 
tion (NFPA). Statistically, 
that amounts to around 
one-tenth of one percent 
(0.12%) of all residential 
fires. However, Christmas 
Trees are not as likely to 
be the first item ignited in 
residential fires as many 
other household items: 

• Newspapers and mag¬ 
azines 13 times more like¬ 
ly 

• Boxes or bags 10 
times more likely. 

• Curtains or drapes 9 
times more likely. 

• Linens 8 times more 
likely. 

• Cleaning supplies 3 
times more likely. 

• Clothing on a person 2 
times more likely 

Each year, approxi¬ 
mately 33 million real 
Christmas trees are bought 
in the United States and 
enjoyed as the traditional 
centerpiece of the holiday 
celebration. According to 
the NFPA data, of all the 
Real Christmas Trees en¬ 
joyed during the holiday 
season, fewer than one-one 
thousandth of a percent 
(0.001%) ae involved in a residential 
fire! 

As mentioned earlier, fires involving 
Christmas trees do happen; but the 
chance of yours catching fire is very 
slim, especially if you follow some com¬ 
mon sense precautions. 

It is important to remember that at 
no time can a real Christmas tree start 
a fire. It can however be ignited by an 
external source. According to NFPA 
published material, electrical distribu¬ 
tion systems were responsible for start¬ 
ing almost half (46.9%) of structure fires 
involving Christmas trees. Another 
quarter of the fires (246%) were caused 
by various open flames, sparks and em¬ 
bers. The remaining fires (28.5%) were 
started by a variety of ignition sources, 
including gas-fueled equipment and 
cigarettes. 

Keeping the holidays safe from fire 
is an important responsibility for every 
family. According to the National 


Christmas Tree Association (NCTA), 
these simple steps can help guard 
against the rare, but serious, event of a 
holiday fire. 

Select the freshest-looking Real 
Tree available. Make a fresh cut across 
the tree’s base and immediately place 
in water. Keep the tree’s water contain¬ 
er full at all times, checking the water 
level daily. 

Be extra careful with electricity, all 
open flames and other heat sources 


during the holidays. 

Check all Christmas Tree lights, oth¬ 
er electric decorations and electrical 
appliances for wear (frayed cords, for 
example). Do not use lights, decora¬ 
tions or appliances with worn electri¬ 
cal cords. Use only UL approved elec¬ 
trical decorations and extension cords. 

Place the Christmas Tree well away 
from heat registers, space heaters, fire 
places, wood stoves, televisions, com¬ 
puter monitors and other heat sources. 

Place the Christmas tree clear of 
doors to keep the emergency escape 
route clear of trees, packages and furni¬ 
ture. 

Unplug tree lights and other decora¬ 
tions when out of the room or sleeping. 

Don’t let the very slim chance of a 
fire involving your Christmas tree keep 
you from enjoying the life, fragrance 
and tradition that Real Trees bring to 
your holiday celebration.

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When you accumulate wealth in your IRA, you’re certainly helping yourself prepare for a comfortable retirement. But if you’re not careful, your big IRA 
could endup making things quite 1//1 comfortable for your heirs. 

The problem can arise if you don’t actually need all the IRA money you’ve saved. If you don’t use it, where does it go? 

In all likelihood, it will end up as part of your estate - and that means your heirs could be looking at a large estate-tax bill. Of course, laws constantly change; 
in fact, there is a push in Congress to eliminate the estate tax. But it hasn’t happened yet - so it’s clearly better to take matters into your own hands. 

If you don’t plan ahead, your heirs will actually be hit with two sets of taxes once they inherit your IRA as part of your estate. First, there’s the estate tax. If 
your taxable estate is worth at least $675,000 in 2000, then it may be subject to estate taxes. (This figure will rise gradually to $1 million over the next several 
years.) If your heirs don’t have the money to pay these taxes, they may have to cash out your IRA - which means they’ll also owe income taxes. Together, these 
two taxes could wipe out more than 70 percent of your IRA’s value. 

Fortunately, you can take steps to prevent this from happening. For one thing, you may consider “spending down” your IRA while you’re alive and saving 
other assets to pass on at death. You also could name a charity as the beneficiary of your IRA, thus avoiding all taxes on the IRA. Or you could do the same thing 
you would do to protect against other types of risk - buy some insurance. 

Specifically, buy a policy on yourself and name your heirs as the beneficiaries. Once your estate is 
settled, your heirs can use the insurance proceeds to help pay the estate taxes. To avoid having the 
policy become part of your taxable estate, you may want to establish a life insurance trust as the legal 
policy owner. Family members also could own the policy. The cost of the premiums will be a lot less 
than the estate and income taxes your heirs would face if you did nothing. 

Actually, your heirs will still have to pay income taxes on the distributions they receive from your 
IRA. However, IRS regulations allow them to stretch these distributions out over a number of years — or 
even over the course of a lifetime.This stretch-out allows your heirs to minimize their tax burden by 
spreading it out over a long period of time. And the money they leave in the IRA will continue to grow 
tax-deferred - or tax-free, in the case of a Roth IRA. 

You should see your tax adviser about how your IRA might affect your taxable estate. By making 
the right moves today, you can save your beneficiaries headaches - and possibly taxes - in the future.

Add 
flour, baking powder and salt; beat well.

Cut about 1-inch from top edge; cut 
in half and attach 1 piece as handle. 

Place 1 cup white chips and shortening in 
small microwave-safe bowl. Microwave at 
HIGH 1 minute; stir until mixture is melted 
and smooth when stirred. Spread on dreidel, 
about 1-inch from top and 2 sides, forming 
7-inch square. Decorate with remaining 
white chips and decorating icing, if desired. 
Cut into bars. About 3 dozen brownies.

Bone-in and boneless hams are virtually 
foolproof, preparing your holiday menu is 
a snap. Most hams are fully cooked (read 
label). Preparation is easy - unwrap, heat to 
an internal temperature of 140 degrees F., 
and serve. Follow the directions on the 
label and heat the ham in a moderate 
(325-350 degrees F.) oven. Or, if you 
prefer, serve your ham cold. 

When serving bone-in ham, plan on two 
to three servings per pound. A boneless 
ham will yield four to five servings per 
pound. Bone-in hams are available as 
whole, or as a shank or butt half Bone-in 
hams are trickier to carve than a boneless 
ham. Instead have your butcher spiral slice 
the ham. 

Boneless hams usually are packaged in 
heavy plastic or foil. Remove ham from 
packaging, heat according to directions, 
slice and serve. Hams packaged this way will 


keep for several weeks unwrapped in the 
refrigerator. 

Wrap leftovers well in plastic wrap. 
Refrigerate promptly and use within five 



days. Freezing ham is safe, but not 
recommended, as it loses quality.
